To those who believe that the interests of 
Alberta, and particularly Northern Alberta, 
have not been properly represented at Otta- 
wa during the past four years, the result of 
the recent contest has been most disappoint- 
ing. The majority secured by Mr. Davis can 
only be accepted as an endorsement of the 
course he has pursued and of his failure to 
exert himself on behalf of his constituents, 
The question of the general policy of the 
party led by Sir John A. Macdonald was not 
up for consideration. Mr. Reilly was beyond 
doubt anequally earnest and much more 
able supporter and advocate of liberal cun- 
servatism than Mr. Davis. The difference 
between the two candidites was that Mr. 
Davis always had voted and spoken and 
always would vote and speak as party exig- 
encies demanded in matters small as well as 
great, and that therefore he could not be ex: 
pected to advocate the claims of his constitu- 
ents as became his duty as their representa- 
tive. Mr. Reilly promised to support the 
government and its general policy, but reser: 
ved the right to vote against it when its 
policy clashed with the friterests of his con- 
stituents. This was the only issue between 
the two men, and the majoritygaccorded Mr. 
Davis is the the announcement of the elec- 
tors of Alberta to the world that they do not 
want their interests protected. The inner 
circumetances which led to this result are 
not known and do not matter to the outside 
world, to parliament or to the g0\ ernment.

What that action 
will be we can well judge by what it has 
been, and if it 14 not more satisfactory in the 
future than it has been in the past the elec- 
togs of Alberta well know who will be to 
blame. They have declared by an immense 
majority that they are pleased with Mr. 
Davis’ course towards them and Mr. Davis is 
too good a business man to altera course 
which has given so much satisfaction, 

That Mr. Reilly was most {ll advised in 
entering a contest in which he had not more 
chance of winning thanhe now appeara to 
have had goes without saying, He has been 
the means of blecding Mr. Davis pretty 
heavily for election expenses and his Candi- 
dature has been a lever by which many fine 
promises have been wrung from the gcovern- 
ment--which may or may not be fulfilled — 
but those who have received the benefit 
will be the last to thank Mr. Reilly 
for them. Mr. Reilly received his 
best support in the Edmonton district. 
This support was given him as a protest 
against the treatment which this section of 
the country had received at the hands of Mr. 
Davis, and asa notice to Mr. Davis and the 
government whieh he supports that the 
electors here know when they are not  pro- 
perly treated and are not afraid to Say BO, 
Had the protest been stronger it would have 
been all the better, but it was as strong as 
could fairly be expected under all the circum- 
stances. Had other sections of the district 
done as well as Edmonton, even if Mr. Davis 
had remained member, Alberta would not 
have occupied a place in the list of mere 
pocket constituencies, as it does to-day—as a 
district whose claims do not require tu be 
considered on the same footing as another

hunters, and old country nen, who were im- 
pressed very favorably as to the capabilities 
of the Edmonton district. After a stay of 
eleven days at hr nw f Mr. McKernan went 
on to Ontario making astay of only afew 
hours in Winnipeg. His first stop in Oncario 
was at Carlton Place, Ontario, where he ex- 
hibited the samples at the station for one 
day. He went on to Stittsville, Carlton 
county, and exhibited in 8. Morris’ store for 
aweck, The samples were viewed by farm- 
ers from far and near, and the only objection 
urged against them was that such grain was 
never grown in the field—it must have been 
forced in the garden. His next stop was in 
Ottawa, but could not geta good place to 
exhibit. After remaining eight days he 
went on to Montreal where he remained one 
day. During the time he was exhibiting the 
grain he distributed about 400 Edmonton 
mphlets, being careful to place them in 
ban 8 likely to use them to advantage. On 
his return from Montreal he spent about a 
month anda halfin various parts of the 
county of Carlton, visiting at farm houses 
and receiving visits from enquiring farmers 
who desired to discuss the merits of the 
Northwest as a field for settlement. Many 
expressed the intention of visiting Edmon- 
in the spring or next summer. Crops were 
poor in Carlton county last season owing to 
wet weather, which caused rust. Titnes 
were dull, the lumbering trade cota wone 
down 60 that wages were very low. here- 
ever he went he found a good impression re: 
garding Edmonton and oo pond anxious 
to hear all they could about the country. It 
was generally admitted that Edmonton was 
the finest part of the Northwest. Quite a 
number of people had gone of late years to 
Dakota and Manitoba, but the people were 
more anxious to hear of Fdmonton than 
of either of the other fields. The reports 
from Dakota vere generally very discourag- 
ing. Those from Manitoba were more hope- 
ful. After leaving Curlton county he visited 
Collingwood and Barrie and their surrounding 
country. A number of farmers in Colling- 
wood township would like to come, but land 
having gone down in value recently they 
did not like to sell; Land was now worth 
$3,000 to $5,000 for 100 acresimproved. The 
complaint was made that Manitoba and 
Northwest competition was reducing the 
prices of grain andof beef as well. A num- 
ber of Collingwood people had gone to Mani- 
toba and the Northwest and were favorably 
impressed with the country. A number of 
laboring men from that part of the country 
propose coming up westin the spring, who 
will doubtless secure work on the railroad, 
Several families in Carlton county have ar- 
ranged to leave for Edmonton ear!y in the 
spring. Mr. McKernan’s visit has impressed 
him more strongly than ever with the great 
advantages which the Northwest and par- 
ticularly the Edmonton district offers to set- 
tlers and the superlor opportunities afforded 
here as compared with even the best parts of 

Kastern Canada.
